Thousands 
are moving from the country into the 
There the old home life is 
almost a thing of the past. No one 
knows his next door neighbor. The 
old kindly relat.onships are fast dis- 
appearing in the rush and conflict of 
industrial life. Even religion, as our 
grandfathers, knew it, is rarely found 
and then seems quite out of place in 
our modern life. Rural life itself is 
experiencing tremendous c! anges. A 
farmer of fifty years ago if trans- 
planted to the modern faim would feel 
very much like Rip Van Winkle and 
rub his eyes in astonishment or 
ture up his hands in dismay. 

Well what doer it all mean? Where 
are We heading? We are making pro- 
gress, never fear, but we are making 
new trails through an unknown land. 
We mustn't lose our heads! 

There has recently come into exist- 
ence a new organization known as the 
Canadian Welfare League. On its 
council are representative men and 
women from all parts of Canada. It 
is of great interest that men from var- 
ious countries, of various religious be- 
liefs and political parties and business 
interests are uniting in promoting the 
public welfare. 

The purpose of the leaguo is: 

1. To promote a general interest in 
all forms of ocial welfare. 

2. To make a p.acticai study of 
Canada’s emergent social problems 
caused by our large and heterogen- 
eous immigration; by the rapid 
growth of our cities and the stagna- 
tion of some of our rural districts, by 
the beginnings of industrialism and 
generally our entrance into a fuller 
national life. 

8. In each community to federate 
or otherwise organize for co-operative 
work, existing social institutions so 
that each may give to the commun- 
ity more effective service. 

4. To enlist our citizens in person- 
al services for the common welfare. 

5. To provide trained leadership 
for social work. 

There are five departments: 

1. A social service clearing house. 

2. A lecture and publicity bureau, 

3. Immigration. 

4, Community work. 

5. Organized Philanthropy. 

The ¢ommunity work is of special 
interest to those living in small 
towns or in the country. 

Many a community is merely a het- 
erogeneous aggregavion with little 2o- 
herence, ant no active unifying prin- 
ciple at work. Often, the majority 
are strangers from variov parts of 
the world. Each has Lrought with 
him hi. own peculiar ideas and cus- 
toms which are often quite foreign to 
those of all the others. Industrially 
the population ranges itself in antag- 
onistic groups The churches are 
numerous, but religion, instead of be- 
ing a unifying spirit, is often the most 
divisive force in the community. In 
matters of public policy there is hope- 
less division along party lines. 

Yet in many communities of this 
character, ‘Get together’ -novements 
have been instituted, social centres 
established, and co-operation substi- 
tuted for competition—-Result, good 
fellowship and efficiency. We can 
tell you of experiments that have been 
tried out elsewhere with success. Per- 
haps as a disinterested agency we 
might personally help in getting 
things started.

A Digest of Interesting Facts Abou 
the Great Short Cut 


Time required to go through the 
canal, from ten to twelve hours, 

The canal will save 8,000 miles be 
tween New York and San Francisco+ 

New York will be brought 5,00 
miles nearer Valparaiso and the wes 
coast of South America.

The cost of operating the canal wil 
exceed $4,000,000 annually.

| FOREST FIRE LOSSES, 1913 


Dominion Forestry Branch Reports a 
Remarkably Small Loss 

The lowest level of forest loss on 
record in Canada was reached this 
year on Dominion Forest Reserves in 
Western Canada, From the first of 
April to the end of September several 
of these reserves escaped without a 
single fire over ten acres in extent, 
the small fires that did occur, being 
extinguished by the rangers before oc- 
casioning any damage to standing tim- 
ber. On the Rocky Mountains Forest 
Reserve, which has an area of 13,873,- 
856 acres, the fireloss amounted to 
but 1,150 acres of young timber of 
only potential value and $150 worth 
of mature timber, The total are 
burnt over, mere than half of which 
Was cut-over or grass land, was but 
8,010 acres, representing only 0.02 per 
cent of .he area o. this reserve. On 
the Dominion Forest reserves in Brit- 
ish Columbia, whick have a_ total] 
area of 2,420,480 acres net a single 
fire succeeded in spreading over a 
larges area than ten acres, and the 
only green timber injure& by fire was 
four acres of young lodgepole pine. 
The records are not yet complete for 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba, but the 

ailable figures compsre favorably 
with the ones cited. The cbove fig- 
ures also compare favorably with cor- 
responding ones on the National For- 
ests of the United States, where the 
area burned in 1913, although the 
smallest in recent years, was some- 
what over 0.03 per cent of the total 
reserved area. 

In the Fire Districts on Dominion 
Crown Lands in the west patrolled by 
Dominion fire rangers the ‘-s3 occas- 
ioned by forest fires last season is al- 
so remarkably small, nor is this due 
wholly to the large amount of rain 
which fell Jast summer in the west, for | 
there were also several dry spells | 
when frequent fires occurred, which 
only the alertness of the fire-rangers 
prevented from occasioning large loss- 
es In the Coast Fire Ranging Dis- 
trict, B.C., which being situated in the

Oxygen bas suddenly become one of 
the most Iikely means of improving 
people's comfort. It is predicted even 
that it is about to follow the history 
of petroleum, jumping suddenly from 
a rarity ard curiosity to general nee, 
on sale everywhere by the can, Pe- 
troleum came into general-use when 
it was discovered that there were vast 
supplies of it that could easily be, 
tapped. Of late years it is being fonnd 
easier and easier to tap the vast sup- 
plies of oxygen fa the air. Prederick 
Soddy, the noted authority on radium, 
Js inclined to believe the time {ts com- 
ling when coal will be burned in oxy- 
gen instead of in air in order to get 


more heat at less expense, so that , 


When a man orders twenty tons of 
coal for the winter supply of his fur- 
naces he will order a number of tanks 
of oxygen to go with it. 

The rapid Improvement of machines 
1o take oxygen from the alr and water 
is responsible for the attention that is 
being given now to this subject by 
sclentists nd inventors. ‘Che modern 
methods of getting oxygen are to make 
liquid air and then turn the liquid alr 
into oxygen and nitrogen or by using 
electricity to turn water into oxygen 
nnd hydrogen. So iauch hydrogen is 
now being used in various industries 
to harden oils that great quantities of 
oxygen are being formed as a byprod- 
net. At present there is no use for 
most of this oxygen, so ft is wasted. 
This in itself is serving to tuen atten- 
tion to the utilization of oxygen. 

Mr. Soddy has pointed ont that even 
at the present price of oxygen made 
in the big liquid alr plats it is almost 
economical to burn coal in pure oxy- 
gen, for the burning of coal in air 
neans the loss of much heat from the 
unnecessary heating of the nitrogen, 
which goes with the oxygen in the air, 
but does not help the burning. Large 
plants making liquid air can now pro- 
duce oxygen at a cost of about a third 
of a cent per cubic yard, and the proc- 
ess will probably be greatly cheapened 
in the course of time os it Is devel- 
oped by study and esperience. Cheap 
oxygen Is likely to find other uses not 
thought of now, for there are many 
men busy mak'ng experiments along 
this line.—Saturday Evening Tost.

WE DO LOVE DIAMONDS! 


Half of the World’s Known Product « 
Owned In Thie Country. 

Diamond importations iuto the Onit- 
ed States made their highest record in 
the calendar year 1913. The value of 
diamonds and other precious stones _ 
imported during the current year will 
approximate $57,000,000, this being the 
first occasion on which the total bag 
crossed the $50,000,000 line. ‘twenty 
years ago, according to the official (ig. 
ures of the bureau of foreign and do 
niestic commerce, department of ‘com. 
merce, the total imports of diamonds 
and other precious stones were but 
$11,000,000, in 1903 $28,000,000 and’ in 
1913 approximately $57,000,000, this 
estimate being based upen the known 
figures for the nine months ended’ With 
September, which are 30 per cent in 
excess of the highest rec ord heretofore 
made. These totals necessarily. include 
imitations of precions stones, W bich 
now form about 2 per cent of the to 
tal, but were not separately shows 
prior to 1912, 

The people of the United States are 
the world’s largest importers of dia- 
monds for permanent ownership, aud 
they, according to a statement by 
George F. Kunz in the “I Eneyclopedia 
Awericaho,” own practically half the 
diamonds of the world. ‘The state 
ment in question, published in 1903, 
estimated the value of afl diamonds 
known to exist in the world at that 
time at $1,000,000,000 and added that 
about $500,000,000 worth was then 
owned in the United States and that 
“therefore it may safely be said that 
one-half of all the diamonds known 
ure owned in the United States.” The 
{mportations of “diamonds. into the 
United States subsequent to that date 
amount to over $300,000,000, making 
the total stock of dinmonds in the 
United States at the present time ap 
proximately $750,000,000. 


COST OF THE BIG CANAL. 


The Great Work Played Havoo With 
the Original Estimate. 

When the Panama canal is complete 
it will bave cost Uncle Sam a total of 
$375,000,000, 

De Lesseps reckoned In 1879 that @ 
tide level canal twenty-eight feet deep 
| would cost only $114,000,000 and could 

be built in seven or cight years, In- 
cluding a ship tunel through the 
mountains which were supposed to ex- 
ist, but in 1887 his estimate was $351,- 
000,000 and twenty years for a {tifteen 
foot lock canal. By the eud of 1888 the 
work was scarcely two-fifths done and 
nearly $400,000,000 hud been spent, 
wasted und stolen. The new technical 
committee ufter the crash estimated 
that the eanal could be tinished in tem 
years for $100,000,000, 

American estimates have also varied. 
| The third canal coumission tn 1900 
thought a canal could be built for 
$142,342,579 — admirable exactitude! — 
apart from the cost of securing the 
land, which would be so great as to be 
prohibitive. he Spooner bill, under 
which the canal is belug constructed, 
appropriated not more than $145,000,- 
‘000 for the entire work, 

The Panama canal, as now coniplet- 
ed, is of course vastly deeper, wider, 
more commodious aud wore substaa- 
tial than was ever dreimed of when 
the work was begua, When this en- 
largement of ifs plan is considered the 
increase in cost does nut seen es’es- 
sive, andthe financial aspects of the 
enterprise may be compared favorably 
with—its engineering achievencuts.- 
New York ‘Tribune.
